In response to the Office communication mailed March 27, 2003, concerning the Examiner's 
restriction of the claims, Applicant hereby provisionally elects, with traverse, Group m (claims 8, 10 and 
17-23), drawn to a non-human transgenic animal comprising a disruption in an adrenomedulin receptor 
gene, and a method of making the same. Applicants submit concurrently herewith a Petition for an 
Extension of Time under 37 CFR § 1.136(a) for response to the Office Action for a period of one (1) 
month from April 26, 2003 up to and including May 27, 2003. 

The Examiner asserts that the claims of each of the seven inventions are patentably distinct from 
each other, as the inventions have different chemical structures, different modes of operation, different 
function and different effects from the other. The Applicant disagrees with the Examiner's conclusion, in 
that the claims of Inventions I, n, EI, IV, V, VI and VII related. A separate search or examination on these 
claims can be made without serious burden to the Examiner. 

Although Applicant has provisionally elected Group HI for purposes of advancing prosecution of 
the present application, Applicant contends, for the foregoing reasons, that the restriction requirement is 
improper. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
requirement. 
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
